among birds. Some birds hide their 
eggs amosg stones that resemble tUc 
eggs m fonxTand color. The iiitle "bot- 
tle tit" la England weaves a bottle 
shaped nest out of moss, Ik hens and 
spiders' webs, aud wbeu placed in a 
tree or bush tbe nest so closely resem- 
bles HS surroundings that it can hardly 
be detected. The color and appearanca 
of tbe nest are imitations of the pre- 
vailing color and appearance of the 
particular tree in which 1£ is placed.

The Goldenes Kreuz (Golden Cross) 


at Regensburg (Ratisbon), In Bavaria, 
i3 the oldest hotel in Europe. King 
Ferdinand I. halted at it on bis way 
to bis coronation in. 1531, and no other 
hotel in Europe possesses records of 
such great antiquity as the Golden 
Cross at Ratisbon does or can boast of 
having had so many royal visitors as 
bave enjoyed its hospitality.

uexi process is to place the lengths of 
tbo flannel in folds between layers of 
glossy paper and subject it to a press- 
Ing by hydraulic machines. The more 
pressure they are subjected to the more 
valuable and heavy the flannels be-
